WASHINGTON, June 10.—President 
and Mrs. Coolidge reached Washington 
at 8 o’clock this morning from their 
2,500-mile trip to the Northwest, obvi- 
ously happy and with a healthy tan pro-/} 
duced by sun and wind. The President 
walked with an elastic step, apparently 
physically stronger from his daily beef- 
steak diet. He still had the broad smile 
acquired in returning the welcome of the 
300,000 or more persons who had greeted 
him while in the West. 

As they got into the waiting motor 
car at the railroad station Mr. and Mrs. 
Coolidge were again photographed and 
filmed. Mrs. Coolidge was even more 
buoyant than while on the trip. She 
smiled expansively. On their way 
through groups of arriving and depart- 
ing travelerg there were a few cheers 
but no real demonstration. 

The President has found plenty of food 
for thought in the agricultural problems 
of the West. He does not believe from 
what he saw and gleaned that the fad- 
ical proposals for farm rellef can be re- 
newed with any hope of success in the} 
next Congress if crop expectations are | 
realized. There is reasonable prosperity 
with the farmers, but nothing like the 
prevailing conditions in the industrial 
East, he found. The farmers are hope- 
ful but not satisfied. They find im- 
provement, but are not assured that it 
will continue or place them on an equal- 
ity awith the purchasing dollar of the 
industrial class. Therefore they are 
still considering their position with great 
seriousness, 

One thing impressed on members of 
the President's party was that if there 
should be a deflation in wages which 
would decrease the prices the farmer 
pays for all he buys the play of the 
economic law of supply and demand 
would help solve the farm questions of 
the Northwest. If not, then artificial 
stimulation of prices for farm products 
through Federal legislation promises to | 
be an issue of political importance. in 
the next Congress. This issue may be 
revived, according to prevailing opinion, 
even though conditions do not warrant | 
it, by a group playing upon prejudices 
and the sad plight of the farmer. 


Seeks Light on Congress Course. |

President Coolidge intends to get at} 
first hand the best opinion as to how | 
the next Congress ought to deal with the 
farm situation. He will have as his/| 
guests this Summer several leading} 
practical farmers and Republican politi- | 
cians who will present both sides of the} 
problem.

RIFFIANS ATTAGK 
ON O0-MILE FRONT 


New Drive by Abd-el-Krim, Win- 
ning Ground, Coincides With 
Painleve’s Arrival. 


SEVERAL POSTS GIVEN UP 


Premier Reaches Rabat—Deal 
With Spain for Joint Action 
Assumes Form. 


FEZ, French Morocco, June 10 (F).— 
Adb-el-Krim, the rebel chieftain, ap- 
parently desires to provide M. Painlevé, 
the French Fremier, with an adequate 
reception, now that he has arrived in 
the fighting zone in Moroco. 

The official communication issued by 
the French army this evening says that 
Abd-el-Krim is now attacking the 
French along a 60-mile front. It adds 
that the enemy pressure ‘‘now extends 
to the extreme eastern part of our 
front.”’ 

While the communication announces 
that the attacks of the tribesmen have 
been repulsed, it admits that ‘‘several 
small» posts had to be abandoned,” 
among these places were Aouecour and 
Achrkane blockhouses north of El 
Bibane. 

Continuing the communication says 


that ‘‘other enemy elements crossed the 


Ouergha River east of Kelaa des Sless”’ 
and .that another Moorish offensive 
was started In the direction of Ouezzan, 
in which ‘‘very important enemy con- 
tingents were engaged.” 

Riffians and Yebelas succeeded’ in 
crossing between French outposts into 
French territory. ..Many of thgm were 
disguised as harvesters. They carried 
sickles and scythes. 

The communication -says this is the 
harvest time in the region, but the large 
number of innocent looking field work- 
mén arotsed suspicion. French aijlr- 
planes were sent scouting and discov- 
ered more than 200 supposed peaceful 
farm hands trading the farming imple- 
ments they carried for rifles and as- 
sembling in the valley in readiness to 
attack a small French outpost. The

EL ARAISH, Spanish Morocco, June 
10.—Tribesmen who had been considered 
friendly to France are joining the 
rebels and attacking French posts. 
About 1,000 Riffian warriors have been 
concentrated in the Beni Zerual coun- 
try. 

The French forces occupying the Bi- 
bane Plateau are said to have repulsed 
new enemy attacks. Artillery and air- 
planes were used. Hand to hand fight- 
ing developed on the leit flank of the 
position.

A Plea for Tolerance, 


‘It is best to leave every one free 
| to work out things for himself. Nature 
is doing it in a big, broad way and do- 
ing it pretty successfully. If we try to 
help her we only muddle it up. I have 
tried most of my life to improve this 
world a lttle and I don’t think it has 
changed much. Man has been on this 
earth for half a million years and he 
| will probably stick around another half 
| million and then give way to something 
else. The best way to do is to try to 
interfere as little as possible with other 
people, to cultivate a broad spirit of 
tolerance and charity, and let people 
live their own lives.’’ ‘ 
In the inception of the Scopes case 
| it was realized that something broader 
| than the case itself was involved, said 
| Dr. Neal, that it was a struggl2 for 
liberty and progress, and that the trial 
| would interest the whole country. He 
| praised the American Civil Liberties 
Union for its attitude in supporting Mr.

‘In the beginning there were only two 
clear voices, two individuals, who real- 
ized what this case was,’’ he said. ‘‘One 
was Mr. Bryan. He saw this law was 
hia child and rushed to its defense. I 
am giad he did, for there were some 
| people who thought the law would not 
be properly defended, and there are 
now nine able lawyers engaged in the 
prosecution. Another man saw immedi- 
ately what was involved, Clarence Dar- 
row. Despite the despair sometimes in 
his words you can seé in him a great 
charity for mankind.”’ 
Dr. Neal said he had no doubt that 
the case would eventually be won, and 
; said it was not a case of religion 
against irreligion, not a case of the 
Fundamentalists against Modernists, but 
a case for the freedom of speech ‘and 
freedom of thought.

SAYS PUBLIC MUST 
HAVE SHORE PARKS 


Long Island Commission Sees 
Isolation of Great Estates 
Less and Less Possible. 


The Long Island State Park Commis- 
sion mdde public its annual report yes- 
terday, outlining its plans for extensive 
park development and discussing the 
rights of the recreation-seekin& public 
and the owners of private estates. ‘The 
commission said: 

“From Cape May to Florida the coast 
is of such a nature as to be undesirable 
for recreational development except at 
some isolated point here and there. 
What is happening to the Florida coast 
is a matter of common knowledge be- 
cause of the almost unbelievable rise in 
the price of land which has taken ane} 
in the last decade. The remarkable | 
thing about Florida is not so much that | 
this development has taken place, but 
that it has not taken place before, when 
the enormous population of the country 
east of the Mississipp! is considered in 
relation to the small area of desirable 
waterfront coast land far enough south 
to afford Winter recreation. | 

“All of which means that the shore 
front of Long Island, happily temperate 
in climate, will at no distant time be a 
priceless asset to the State of New York. 
As the population grows, as the ratio 
of urban over rural dwellers becomes 
steadily greater and as the open spaces 
and shore fronts relatively shrink, pub- 
lic sentiment rightly becomes more in- 
sistent not only upon resisting encroach- 
ment by private interests upon public 
land, but upon the establishment of more 
recreational breathing spaces. The shore 
front of Long Island is of enormous 
potential future value to the State of 
New York, because with the exception 
of a few miles of littoral in Westches- 
ter County and the harbor of New York 
City the State's only shores upon salt 
water are to be found on Long Island.”

} 


Much Land Pre-empted. 


After describing the waterfront park 
possibilities of Long Island in greater 
detail, the report continues: 

“Earlier appreciation by private in- 
terests of the desirability and value of 


accessible shore land in Nassau County 
within commuting distance from the city 
has resulted in the pre-emption of the 
ocean front on the south and for con- 
siderable stretches on Long Beach, Fire 
Island and beyond, and on the South} 
Shore far into Suffolk County. This} 
shore land is so closely held by private} 
estates, clubs, suburban developments | 
and institutions that there are no shore-; 
front parks worthy of the name, and in 
many instances even access to the water 
upon public reads has been denied to 
the public by proprietary interests. This! 
has resulted in a situation fast becom- 
ing intolerable, especially on Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays. 

“Urban and inlang suburban dwellers | 
in ever-increasing numbers swarm over | 
the narrow and congested roads and 
lines, trespass upon private property, 
sometimes leaving litter and depredation 
in their wake in their zeal for ‘a day in| 
the country.’ Protests by the land own-!} 
ers are 48 unavailing as they are in-! 
creasing. Closing old roads and righis 
of way to the shore by establishing new | 
village governments or by other devices} 
and the employment of private watch- 
men do not cure the trouble, but often 
foster greater irritation. The town and 
village parks, pitif@lly few and small 
are wholly inade ate even for loca 
residents, and efforts to discriminate: 
against non-residents are not successful. | 
Semi-public beaches are also crowded | 
ard unsatisfactory. All this refers pri- | 
marily to excursionists and motorists. 
The pressure for camping apace is now | 
also Cesinning to be felt. nere is but! 
one intelligent remedy for this situation. | 
Outlets in the shape of public parks of 
decent size with ready access to them | 
must be provided. \ 


Sees Isolation Diminish.

Steps taken to acquire Deer Range 
Park were described by the commission 
in a discussion of the controversy which 
has raged on that subject. 
as follows: 


This was 
“The commission, after surveying the 
property, found it agmirably adapted for 
the purposes of a public park, field 
heddguarters and permanent game sanc- 
tuary. In the Autumn of 1924 the com- 
mission, after long negotiations, had 
reached an agreement with the officers 
of the corporation owning the legal title 
to take an option to purchase it for the 
aum of $250,000. The understanding thus 
reached, however, was never carried out, 
because the stockholders of the corpora- 
tion, repudiating the agreement reached 
by its officers with the State, voted in- 
stead to sell it to a group of private in- 
terests who opposed a public park in 
this loeation and proposed to put the 
property into real estate development. 
As this sale was being carried into cf- 
fect the commission, after a hearing 
before the Governor, took steps to ac- 
quire the property by entry and appro- 
priation in order that it might be se- 
cured by the State before the plan to 
develop it as a real estate provosition 
was effectuated. The commission's act 
was resisted by the purchasers in the 
courts by litigation which is pending at 
the present time.” 

The commission lHsted the following 
factors which should govern the selec- 
iton of park sites on Long Island: Avail- 
ability, accessibility, location with refer- 
ence to other parks, conservation and 
game preservation and cost.

GENEVA, June 10.—Austin Chamber- 
lain, British Minister of Foreign Affairs, 


issued a note today intended to allay 
British 


fears that the accord with 
France sacrificed British interests to 
the protection of France’s Eastern Eu- 
ropean allies. After saying that he must 
decline. to make a statement in regard 
to the note, which has not yet been pre- 
sented to Germany, and suggesting that 
comments be reserved until its publica- 
tion, which will probably take place ina 
day or two, the note says: 

“It is sufficient at the mom 
that in the exchange of view which 
has taken place with France hi; Ma- 
jesty’s Government followed the course 
inflicated by the declaration mado bv 
Mr. Chamberlain to the Council of the 
League of Nations in Mareh and ex- 
plained further in a sapeech in the House 
of Commons on Tuesday, March 24," 

In that discourse in the Council Mr. 
Chamberlain laid emphasis on three 
points: 

First—that Britain could not admit a 
super-State which would dictate the use 
of British forces, 

Second—That~- Britaln could not per- 
mit the immobilization of her fleet. 

Third—That Britain could not sacri- 
ice the right to participate actively in 
peace negotiations. 

This he amplified to a certain extent 
in his speech in the House of Commons, 
where he said that British interests lay 
in Western Europe and that she was 
committed to the protection of those in- 
terests, but that on the other hand 
Britain could not commit herself to send 
forces to other parts of the world where 
her interests were not directly con- 
cerned. 

Mr. Charnberlain's statement created 
considerable speculation and interest in 
Geneva. No correspondent’ has yet seen 
a copy of the French reply to Germany 
and there is to date absolutely no re- 
liable information as to its provisions 
for the protection of France's Eastern 
Allles, The Franco-British accord is 
drawn ithtn the stipulations of the 
Treaty of Versailles and it its fairly 
obvious that Poland and Czechoslovakia 
must depend in large measure on the 
covenant of the League and the treaty 
for protection.

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BERLIN, June 10.—‘Hngland is look- 
ing for peace, France for war.”’

It is still somewhat | 
apprehensive of the possibility of fur- 
ther trouble for Germany brewing at 
Geneva. Névertheless, the belief is con- 
stantly growing among Berlin. officials 
that nothing even faintly resembling an 
Anglo-French agreement as outlined in|} 
the French Press was really achieved 
at Geneva.

Says 15 or 20 Additional Dry 
Prosecutors Have Been 
Promised to Him.

EXPECTS JUDGES, 


Sees His Most Useful Work the 


Prosecution of Commer- 
clal Cases. 


United States Attorney Emory .R. 
Buckner has received the assurance of 
the Assistant Attorney General that he 
will get fifteen or twenty additional 
Federal prosecutors to aid in enforcing 
the Volstead act in New York City, he 
announced last night at the dinner of 
the Alumni Association of the School 
of Commerce of New York University 
at the Hotel Commodore. 

“From 15 to 20 per cent. of my office 
staff is working on prohibition at pres- 
ent,’’ Mr. Buckner said. ‘‘Nedrly 50 per 
cent. of the Judges sit on prohibition 
cases now and it is perfect nonsense 
if we don’t get four or five new Judges. 
If we don’t get them things are going 
to get into a very bad way. 

“It ig a violation of home rule to ask 
Judges from Georgia, Alabama and Ten- 
nessee, who don’t know us and our 
ways,eto come here for the next three 
months. It is very kind of them to do 
it, but I thought that the carptt bag 
question was settled years ago. I am 
on my knees to crooks all the time, 
begging them to come into court and 
plead guilty, because Congress won't 
give me a staff. I am compounding 
crime, but I am obliged to, 

“But we are going to have more help 
and we are going to have more Judges. 
I told the First Assistant District At- 
torney General that 1 must have fifteen 
or twenty more young men—even at 
$2,000 a year—and he told me, ‘I don’t 
know how it will be done, but it will 
be done.’ So I promise you that what 
we do in our office in the next six 
months will make what we have done in 
the last two months seem petty. 

“Of all the work in my office I think 
the most useful to the business men of 
the community is the prosecution of 
commercial frauds which arise under the 
bankruptcy law. Because the office has 
been overworked and undermanned, 
and because of the scandalous conges- 
tion of the courts due to the multipli- 
cation of petty offenses, this highly use- 
ful work has not been able to receive, 
and is not receiving, the sharp empha- 
sis to which it is entitled. 

“The bankruptcy law was created as 
@& message and means of mercy to hon- 
est but unfortunate business men. The 
purpose of the law is to take the mill- 
stone of misfortune from their_ necks 
and give them a fresh start. It has 
been thought better that creditors should 
suffer than that a poor feliow should 
be in a pawn shop for life with all in- 
centive taken from him. The law has 
been abused and often used as a mask 
for banditry. What ought to be a Red 
Cross ambulance frequently becomes the 
automobile of the stick-up man, 

“We have tried and convicted in the 
past two months fifteen defendants for 
commercial crimes and in_ addition 
twenty-five defendants have pleaded 
guilty, seeing the handwriting on the 
wall and hoping for lighter sentences.

B, Jenkins, an officer of that concern, | 
and Mme. Anne E. Guerin, former rep- 
resentative in the United States of Mme. 
Millerand, wife of the former President 


The Right Rev. Herbert Shipman, | 
Episcopal Suffragan Bishop of New 


York, who was named as a codefendant, 
was not served with papers and was 
therefore dropped from the action. 
Maurice Leon, writer and lawyer and a 
representative of the French Government 
in this country during the war, was also 
sued, but later the action against him 
was dropped. 

Mrs. Smith testified that she was told 
by Barry Smith, in his office at 1 Madi- 
son Avenue on May 4, 1921, that “‘in 
March, 1906, the Duchesse de Vallenda 
was arrested in France for embezzle- 
ment, found guilty and sentenced to a 
term of imprisonment. Many other in- 
dictments were found against her. 
Among her other aliases were the names | 
of Mercedes Leigh and Mrs. McAllister | 
Smith."’ 

The plaintiff denied that she was the | 
same person as the Duchesse de Val-| 
lenda, and sald that in 1906, when the 
Duchesse was supposed to have been, in 
prison in France, she, Mrs. Smith, was | 
not even in Europe. Mrs. Smith testi- 
fied that she protested time and again 
to the French Government, pointing out 
that not only were the accusations false 
and harmful, but they were made 
against an American citizen who was | 
a friend of France and was working | 
for its interests. |

she was head of. the American and 
French League, which was attempting | 
to raise $1,00,000 for the relief of 
French war orphans, the defendants 
circulated the-charges of which she! 
complained, and thereby seriously inter- ! 
fered with the work of the league, 
caused her physical and mental dis-! 
tress, and affected her social position. | 
As ga result of the charges she alleged | 
President Harding withdrew his support | 
from her work in the society. | 

Mrs. Smith said she was born Miss | 
Mercedes Hearne and came from a} 
prominent Texas family. She played on) 
the stage for many years. Her first 
husband, Mrs. Smith said, was Colonel | 
Thomas C. Miles of Philadelphia. Two! 
months after their marriage she sued | 
for @tvorce, but later dropped the action. | 
Two years after her first husband died, | 
in 1905, she married McAllister Smith | 
in Japan. Mr. Smith is the son of the 
late Governor Smith of Rhode Island 
and has represented several financial 
houses in the East.

R. Lash, caused them both to admit 
they had not seen her fire the shot that 
killed Templeton. No witness mentioned | 
her as having a pistol on the night of | 
the killing, though Harssel testified she 
had shown: one to friénds in her home 
four nights before the party.

The League of Nations, the Per- 
manent Court of International Justice 
and the Geneva protocol are experiments 
already operating more or less effective- 
ly. ere are thousands of theoretic 
plans for every one in practice. Our 
pone is not the lack of programs 
ut their multiplicity. The need of the 
moment, certainly in our own country, 
is less blind prejudice against and more 
intelligent study of the ones in opera- 
tion, and the coordination of those now 
before the nation for consideration. The 
danger of the moment is that- war will 
aga n rise into our midst on the back of 

sunity among forces devoted to ace. 
No one plan is perfect. No one plan is 
a panacea. In their unification is our 


hope. 

“Among many other proposals three 
stand out with a major claim for atten- 
tion—the outlawry of war, sponsored by 
a man of magnificent independence, Sen- 
ator Borah—adhesion to the Permanent 
Court, with the Hughes-Coolidge.reserva- 
tions, and the plan for the draft in case 
of threatened war of all national re- 
sources, whether of men or things, spon- 
sored by the American Legion. hey 
are natural friends and not rivals. All 
of them are needed. 


Weaknesses of Plans. 


“Let us recognize the weaknesses and 
the strength of these three plans. The 
outlawry of war, even though the phrase 
be a solecism, has fastened on the popu- 
lar imagination. It forms a good back- 
ground for a drive against war. The 
weakness is that, without ald from aux- 
iliary agencies, it seems to commit the 
American fault of depending upon law 
as self-operative. Nothing is more at- 
tractive to the benevolent vanity of men 
than the notion that they can effect 
great improvement in. society by the 
simple process of forbidding all wrong 
conduct, or enjoining all good conduct 
by the same means, — 

“Adhesion to the Permanent Court 
would appear to me to be essential to 
making the outlawry of war much more 
than a fine phrase. That there should be 


divisions of opinion as to how best to 
relate ourselves to the existing: Court is 
inevitable. But I cannot count as an 
amendment that which creates a new 
Court, the acceptance of which would 
require all the nations of the world to 
come around to our view. What. would 
be our position if the shoe were on the 
other foot?) Are we doing as we would 
be done by? If ever there was a man- 
date issued by the people to the Govern- 
ment it is that which today is embodied 
in the Coolidge-Hughes plans. Is _ the 
party platforms, with its specific pledges, 
pledges upon which men are elected to 
office, of .value before the election and 
a scrap of paper after? Ask the politi- 
cians and uege them to give you an 
answer. It is with apprehension and 
bewilderment that I view the situation. 
If party government is to prevail party

Otherwise, as it appears to me, we are 
directly headed for the bloc or soviet 
system. Far be it from me, a layman in 
the ways of the law, from tying myself 
to the Coolidge-Hughes proposals as be- 
ing beyond peradventure the best. It is 
true that those supporting them are, to 
say the least, of equal wisdom and ex- 
perience with those who oppose them. 
That is not the point. I am speaking 
simply in terms of what are the obliga- 
tions of the representatives of democ- 
racy when the Eoeme have spoken.

War is the abuse of force, the Right 
Rev. Charles H. Brent, Episcopal Bishop 
of Western New York, told 5,000 persons 
yesterday who witnessed the graduation 
of 1,713 students and the conferring of 
eight ‘honorary degrees at the ninety- 
third annual commencement exercises of 
New Ydeérk University. 

Facing. an audience that stretched out 
on all sides from a huge tent on the 
campus west of the Hall of Fame, 
Bishop Brent stoutly assailed conflict 
and said that only a real brotherhood 
of man. would achieve the aim of his 
address—‘Making the World Safe for 
Peace.” 

America, he said, faced two perils, an 
internationalism, which was a. contra- 
diction and a destructive force to the 
family and the nation, and a type of pa- 
triotism which was “but accentuated 
self-importance.’” The nation, he added, 
attempted to interpret world affairs in 
terms ‘‘of our local citizenship,’’ prefer- 
ring to splash around in a puddle rather 
than brave the ocean. He ‘scored the 
continental insularity of the United 
States as a type that might ‘‘easily be- 
come the worst insularity of all.” 

Bishop Brent asked for less blind prej- 
udice against the League of Nations, the 
World Court and the Geneva protocol. 
He mentioned Senator Borah’s appeal 


for an outlawry of war and praised the 
plan and its sponsor. He also commend- 
ed the Hughes-Coolidge reservations for 
our entry to the World Court, but said 
that real solution for peace was not in 
any one plan, but in unification of them 


Warns Against Arrogance. 


Warning that the “temper of a suc- 
cessful and prosperous people can, al- 
most unconsciously, run into arrogance,”’ 
the Bishop said that the nation in shap- 
ing peace plans should consider _ the 
aspirations df other nations. *

HIT POWER PROJECT 
AS ‘SUPER-NUISANGE’ 


Civic Organizations Say Edison 
Generator Would Halt 
Waterfront Growth. 


COMPANY OFFERS DEFENSE 


Official Denies Present Plants Give 
Off Smoke and Soot—Confer- 
ence Will Be Held. 


A movement to block the New York 
Edison Company's plang to build within 
another year the world’s largest electric | 
power generating plant at the foot of 
East Fourteenth Street was launched | 
yesterday afternoon. At a meeting at 
the Kips Bay Neighborhood Association, 
825 Second Avenue, the power plant was | 
described to representatives of a score 
of civic, welfare, business and other or- 
ganizations as a ‘‘super-nuisance’’ which 
could not be permitted on Manhattan 
Island. 

Theodore A. Meyer, a member of the 
Council of the Kips Bay Neighborhood 
Association, presided at the meeting. He 
said the power plant would prevent the 
development of the East River water- 
front, and that it ‘‘would give an: ex- 
cuse for other super-nuisances to locate 
in that section and forever block our 
plans to develop that section for recrea- 
tional purposes.”’ 

On the invitation of Mr. Meyer, Arthur 
Williams, Vice President in charge of 
commercial relations of the New York 
Edison Company, was present. He had 
been asked to atfend the meeting to pre- 
gent the company’s side of the question. 

The speakers, including a member of 
the medical profession, argued that the 
huge power plant would constitute a 
menace to the health of the community 
in which it was located. They charged 
that the New York Edison Company 
plant five blocks from the place where 
the meeting was being held and other 
power plants already in operation were 
undermining the health of residents in 
their neighborhoods in addition to caus- 
ing much discomfort from their smoke, 
cinders and ashes. 


Calls Attention to Clothesline. 


As Mr. Williams listened to all the} 
criticism launched at his company he 
frequently turned in his chair, drew his 
finger tips across a window sill near his 
feat and examimed his fingers closely. 
He gave much attention to a clothesline 
strung with a week's wash in an adjoin- 
ing courtyard. 

“Look at that laundry on the line,”’ 
said Mr. Williams when he @tarted to 
rebut the arguments that had beep used | 
egainst the edison Company's projected 
pliant. ‘It’s as white as snow. It doesn’t 
show any evidence of soot and ashes. 
If you'll look at that window sill you'll 
find not a particle of cinder or ashes- 

“The power plant we are putting up| 





today in Fourteenth Street will meet the 
Gemands of Manhattan and the Bronx 
only until 1930. After 19350 another great 
nite will have to be found.’’ 

Mr. Williams denied that the Edison 
Plants gave off the smoke, sovt, cinders 
and ashes complained of by some of 
the speakers. He maintained that the 
New York Edison Company was the 
only public utijity in the world that 
washed its gases before they escaped 
from the smokestack, and that the cin- 
ders, soot, ashes and smoke complained 
of came from ships in the East and 
North Rivers and from scores of large 
buildings which operate their own power 
plants and, burn anthracite or soft coal 
without washing the escaping gases. 

Mr. Williams objected to a resolution 
resented to the meeting by John W. 

hompson of the Committee on East 
Side Public Nuisances. The resolution 
condemned thé projected plant of the 
New York Edison Company and’ also 
criticized the Edison Company for al- 
leged failure to prevent its smokestack 
from belching forth smoke, cinders and 
ashes. 

» The Vice President of the New York 
Edison Company maintained that the 
representatives at the meeting were not 
authorized by their respective organiza- 
, tions to vote for such a resolution. He 
asked the meeting to take no vote on 
the resolution and won his point after 
eeveral of those at the conference re- 
fused to vote without instructions from 
their organizations,

Mr. Williams disclosed after the meet- 
ine that the New York Edison Company | 
ad invested $3,000,000 in the site for 
the huge power plant, which it recently 
announced would generate more elec- | 
tric power than Muscle Shoals. He said 
that it had invested $5,000,000 more in 
materials for the plant. 

‘There is not another site available,”’ 
ald Mr. Williams, ‘‘and if there were, 
t would take us probably three years 
or longer to assemble it.”

“The board in control of athletics is 
charged with an exceedingly difficult 
task and at best can be only partially 
successful when called upon to enforce 
eligibility requirements in the face of 
active opposition on the part of under- 
graduates, alumni and associations of 
business and professional men, but as a 
considerable number of our students, 
alumni and athletic experts have right 


attitudes toward the problem of inter- |. 


collegiate athletics, why should it not 
be feasible to organize and coordinate 
those forces? 

“You can never hope to superimpose 
a code of athletic rules and regulatiors 
by main force upon the American col- 
lege student, but if you can. convince 
him that these rules and regulations 


are for the best interests of his alma 


ater and of 


intercollegiate sport in 
general you can win his whole-hearted 
support. 

“The alumni present a rather more 
difficult problem. I believe that the 
organized alumni have for the most part 
a correct attitude toward the regulation 
of intercollegiate athletics. There are 
many individuals, however, and some 
informal groups, who are doing about 
all they can to debauch the whole ath- 
letic situation. Some of them have been 
successful financially and now think it 
a patriotic duty, as well as a pleasure, 
to hire athletes to attend their alma 
mater. If the pressure of a wholesome 
alumni public opinion can be made ef-| 
fective in removing this rather wide- 
spread evil a very great and positive 
ood-will have been accomplished for} 

| intercollegiate athletics and for the boys 
| who participate.’’

A CURIOUS WHEAT OUTLOOK. 


Coming in imme¢‘ate sequence to @ 
wheat crop from which our exports, 
| because of the shortage in Canada and 
|Burope, reached the largest total 
value on record, except for the first 
ard last years of the war, the forecast 
lof the Crop Reporting Board for the 
harvest of 1925 opens up varied con- 
jecture. Remarking that present indi- 
cations are for a yield smaller by 
| 212,000,000 bushels than that ‘of 1924, | 
the board observes that requirements 
for home consumption do not greatly 
| aiffer from the estimated production 
of 661,000,000 bushels. The inference 
would seem to be that, in the season 
| following this year’s harvest, the 
| United States may cease to be a wheat 
exporter. The exports of more than 
200,000,000 bushels to date from the 
crop of 1924 have added nearly $300,- 
000,000 to the season's export trade, 
| with $90,000,000 more if shipments in 
the form of fjour are added, Evident- 
ly the change foreshadowed for the 
approaching grain-export season would 
be impressive. 

Predictions of our disappearance 
from the wheat-export trade because 
| of harvest shortage have never been 
|fulfilled. Even the Department of 
Agriculture’s present forecast indi- 
|cates a yield somewhat larger than 
{that of 1916 or 1917; yet we man- 
aged in each of those years to send 
|abroad not less than 134,000,000 
| bushels. The smallest American wheat 
crop in the past two decades was that 
of 1911, but we contrived to export

| He Looks for Years of Disorders in 
China—WiIII Visit His Prede- 


cessor In London. 
Dr. Jacob Gould Schurman, former 
| United States Minister to China, sailed 
yesterday on the United States liner 

George Washington to take up the duties 
of his new post as Ambassador to Ger- 
many. 

Before sailing the Ambassador gave 
j;out a statement that his aim was to 
help restore the pre-war conditions in 
international relations by application 
of fundamental principles of interna- 
tional law, and in particular to follow 
|the footsteps of his friend and prede- 
cessor at Berlin, Alanson B. Houghton, 
now Ambassador to the Court of St. 
James's. 

Dr. Schurman said he expected the 
disorders in China to continue for at 
least three or four years, indicating his 
belief that the anti-foreign agitation was 
only incidental to the lack of a respon- 
sible central Government at Peking, and 
that all alterations in the relations of 
the treaty powers to China would be 
conditioned on the institution of such 
a Government. 

Dr. Schurman received a delegation 
of reporters in his large suite on the 
port side of B deck of the George Wash- 
ington. him were Mrs. Schur- 
man and his daughter, Dorothy. 

“I shall go diréct to London,’’ he said, 
“and consult with my old friend and 
neighbor of Corning, N. Y., Mr. Hough- 
ton, and shall proceed thence to Berlin 
without stopping at Paris.”

Surprised by Germany’s Move. 
Asked whether he. had 
State Department the 
lished in yesterday’s edition of Tus 
NEW YorK TIMEs, in a dispatch from 
} London, that Germany had designated 
the United States as depository of ths 
text of any security treaties to be drawn 
up between Great Britain. France and 
the Reich, the Ambassador said he had 
not. He showed great interest in the 
| information, which he said was abso- 
lutely new to him, and asked one of the 
reporters to give him his copy of the 
| edition containing the dispatch. 

Dr. Schurman’s formal. statement 
stressed his desire to cultivate the tra- 
ditional friendship between the German 
and American peoples along the lines 
inaugurated by Ambassador Houghton 
and brought out Dr. Schurman's own 
enthusiasm for and familiarity with the 
old Germany of pre-war days. 

“I devoutly hope,” said the new Am- 
| bassador, “that the nations will agree 
| to a program to re-establish pre-war 
conditions. There js nothing I have so 
; much at heart as the restoration of the 
old relation of cordial friendship be- 
tween the German and American Gov- 
;ernmments and peoples, which existed 
unbroken during the latter part of the 
eighteenth, all of the nineteenth and the 
early years of the twentieth century. 
“It is highly important for the inter- 
est of both countries that we should 
get baek to that peaceful, normal re- 
lationship. And what is advantageous 
; to the United States and to German 
| will be advantageous to the whole world. 

“I said to you that having been in 
China for four years I am not familiar 
with European details. However, I have 
watched from Peking the evolution of 
| the European political drama with sym- 
pathy. I have thought much on the 
| Subject and I feel that there are a few 
Simple principles the application of 
which in practice would contribute pow- 
erfully to stabilize the world. 

“Two of these are fundamental prin- 
| ciples of international law: First, every 
nation must regard every other nation 
as its equal and act upon it in its deal- 
ings with other nations; second, nations 
must respect one another’s.rights. These 
|} are elemental and basic. 


Would Ignore Others’ Defects, 


“Something more is needed, however, 
| for friendly relations. I mean espe- 
clally that nations must seek to under- 
|} stand one another, and with under- 
standing it will be easier to appreciate 
one another and generally recognize one 
| another’s excellences. If such a study 
leads us to find defects in others, then 
it is wise to pass over these defectg in 

Silence and regard them as admonitions 
| to correct our own faults." 

Dr. Schurman said that there were no 
outstanding questions at issue between

Fire Department representative any |

General surprise was expressed when |

“I am behind this bill. Nobody else 
is responsible for it but. myself.

SENTENCE ON MONDAY 


Court Tells Jurors Not to Consider 
Characters of Two Witnesses 
Serving Life Terme.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., June 10.— 
Emil Klatt, against whom there are 
eighteen indictments in Chicago and 
three in Minneapolis, was found guilty 
of murder in the first degree by a jury 
presided over by Supreme Court Justice 
Arthur S. Tompkins, for the slaying of 
Gregorio George in Dobbs Ferry on Jan. 
15, 1916. He will be sentenced on Mon- 
day. The jury, which was out from 11 
A. M. to 3 P. M., when it first went into 
session offered up a prayer, at the re- 
quest of the foreman. The jurors got 
down on their knees in the juryroom 
and the prayer was made by the fore- 
man, 

It was reported that the jurors at first 
had been in favor of second-degree mur- 
der, and they came into court for in- 
structions. 
it must be first degree or acquittal. 
was reported that the jurors had not 
desired to send Kliatt to his death on 
the testimony .of ‘‘Hoboken Kitty’’ Mc- 
Cormack and William McNamara, both 
of whom are serving life sentences for 
their participation in the crime. Both 
testified that Klatt had committed the 
murder. _ 

Justice Tompkins said that the jury 
should not throw out the testimony of 
McNamara nor that of the McCormack 
woman because of the character of the 
two witnesses. He pointed out that if 
all the testimony adduced by the prose- 
cution were true. Klatt was guilty of 
murder in the first degree as indicated. 

Klatt, who was arrested last Fall in 
Minneapolis, where he had come from 
Chicago, was termed by court atten- 
dants one of the most unemotional de- 
fendants ever tried in Westchester 
County for murder. 

Several times dpring the testimony 
given by. McNamara and “Hoboken 
Kitty,’’ and especially during the latter’s 
statements as to the hatching of the 
plot for the killing of George at the 
request of the latter’s wife, Klatt smiled, 
and when the nature of the wounds from 
which George died was given by wit- 
nesses, Klatt yawned. George's throat 
had been cut. F 

Mary Figolio, sister-in-law of George’s 
wife, had lured George to his death on 
a lonely road near the Ardsley railroad 
station and witnessed the crime. She 
died while serving a life sentence in 
prison for- her share in the plot. An- 


toinette George, wife of the murdered 
man, is also serving a life sentence.

GEINEVA, June 10.—The Counci) of 
the League of Nations this morning, 
at a private session regarding the prob- 
tem of League armament investigations 
by virtue of treaties of peace, adopted a 
report of Viscount Ishli of Japan, which 
says ‘“‘the essential fact of the situ- 
ation is that all countries subjected to 
investigation are expressly bound by 
treatles of peace to lend themselves to 
all investigation which the Council of 
the League of Nations, voting by major- 
ity, Judges to be necessary,"’ 

This attitude will be explained to the 
yovernments of Germany, Hungary, 
Austria and Bulgaria. 

After taking this decision the Council 
adjourned the question till the next 
session in September. The decision of 
the Council puts it squarely up to the 
Governments concerned to enact such 
legislation as may be necessary to assure 
the commissions free and ‘complete 
execution of the duties entrusted to 
them. 

It is considered that Germany’s en- 
trance into the League would automatl- 
cally cause her to pass such legislation. 
As the beginning of evacuation in the 
ocupled zone is not defintely foreseen 
at the moment there is sald to be no 
need for haste and it {is probable the 
question will be put over time after time 
as long as there is hope of Germany 
entering the League. At the same time 
the League Council] has taken a stron 
stand which unquestionably it wi 
maintain. 

The public session this morning was 
taken up with the defense by Lithuania 
against a charge of alleged mistreat- 
ment of the Polish mfnority there. Sev- 
eral discrepancies in information had 
been furnished the Council, Ambassador 
Mellofranco of Brazil declared. Out- 
standing is the schedule which says the 
Polish minority has 1,294 children at 
Kovno in the elementary schools. On 
the other hand, it had been declared 
that the Polish minority at Kovno com- 
prised 4,193 persons. It was-asked how 
this was possible when the Lithuanian 
population in the city was 54,000 and 
the Lithuanian children in the elemen- 
tary schools only 2,200, while the Ger- 
man population was 3,200 and the Ger- 
man school children only 456. 

The Council was decidedly stern with 
the Baltic States.

Senator Declares Party Mus? Pat 


Aside ‘Sectional, Occupational | 


and Religious Differences. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 10 (®).— 
Urging reorganization of ‘“‘a demoralized 
Democracy,’’ Senator Royal S. Copeland 
of New York declared here tonight that 
the party could never win until it put 
aside its ‘‘sectional, occupational and 
religious differences.” 

Speaking before the Women’s Jeffer- 
son Democratic Club, Senator Copeland 
scored the record of the New York Con- 
vention last Summer and predicted that 
it would take years to efface from the 
minds of the American people the im- 
pression gained by ‘“‘the foolhardy pro- 
cedure of that terrible convention.’’

Bankers to Offer 30-Year Issue 
for Public Subscription 
Here Tomorrow. 


PART OF STABILIZING PLAN 


for Development Work In 
the Congo. 


J. P. Morgan & Co. and the Guaranty 
Company of New York announced yes- 
terday that they would offer for public 
subscription tomorrow $50,000,000 King- 
dom of Belgium thirty-year bonds. Half 
of the loan, it is understood, will be 
used for development work in the Bel- 
gian Congo and half for general ex- 
change stabilization purposes. 

This issue completes the Belgian sta- 
bilization program, which was initiated 
a year ago with a _ $50,000,000 issue 
placed in the United States. At that 
time it was announced that the pro- 
gram called for total financing of $100,- 
000,000. The new Belgian bonds bear 7 
| per cent. interest and are offered to the 
| public at 98 and accrued ‘interest, to 
yield 7.15 per cent. to maturity. 

The State Department in Washington 
is understood to be well acquainted with 
the negotiations that led up to the loan. 
The Government was notified last Mon- 
day that a Belgian commission headed 
by former Premier Theunis was coming 
to this country in July to negotiate the 
funding of the Belgian debt to this 
country. 

The Belgian. loan follows closely a 
credit of $50,000,000 advanced to Italy 
by J. P. Morgan & Co., and is regarded 
as a step in the world march toward 
stability which got under way with the 
return of Great Britain to the gold 
standard and the placing of $300,000,000 
British credits in New York. Interna- 
tional bankers believe that the next 
move toward world stability will affect 
France. The opinion is growing that 
France will not delay much longer in 
officially revaluing the franc at a level 


near 5 cents, and preparations are re- 
ported to be in the making for a large 
revolving credit to be placed at the dis- 
posal of France in New York. 

Estimates place the size of the con- 
temnlated French credit at from $100,- 
"00,000 to possibly $200,000,000. It is 
pelieved that a long-term French loan 
will replace the credit when conditions | 
have been fully stabilized in France.

“We are of the opinion that it will be 
several years at best before net earnings 
of the company will be sufficient to meet 
the fixed charges on its present obliga- 
tions and those Which must be incurred 
in providing for its future require- 
ments,’’ the report says. ‘‘Large amounts 
of new capital will be required from 
year to year to enable the company to 
perform satisfactory service. The pres- 
ent capital structure provides no ade- 
quate means for meeting these require- 
ments, J 

“We believe the outlook of the North- 
west is brighter than it has been for 
many years, and that, given a sound 
financial) structure and adequate means 
of raising the capital required, the com- 
ae within a few years will be restored 
® a condition of comparative pros- 
perity.”’ 

The engineers propose a program for 
new equipment and for additions and 
betterments to existing equipment which 
will involve an average outlay of $10,- 
256,000 a year for the next ten years.

States From [Inflation Perils, 
Official Says. 


The Federa) Reserve banking system 
saved this country from the perils of 
inflation, which many European econ- 
omists believed up to a few months ago 
was in store for it, W. Randolph Bur- 
gess, assistant agent of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, declares in 
the current issue of the American Bank- 
ers Association Journal. 

“We have had no great inflation,’’ 
says M. Burgess, ‘‘although we have | 
absorbed more than $1,500,000,000 of gold 
since 1920, It is natural that observers 
without intimate acquaintance with our 
credit structure should ascribe the re- 
sults to some mysterious banking pol- 
icy. The facts of the case are that the 
war expansion left the banks heavily 
in debt at the Federal Reserve. Most 
of the incoming gold was used to pay 
off these debts and not for credit ex- 
pansion. Once the gold was lodged with 
the Federal Reserve it could only be put 
to work by new borrowing, and banks 
and businesg were in no mood for credit 
expansion ased on such _ borrowing. 
This is the principal reason why the 
gold flow has had so little effect on our 
economic status. It could not have 
turned out so without the Federal Re- 
serve system.’”’

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Revised Constitution Providing Reduction in Forward Business 


Better Protection to Public, 
Approved by Governors. 


PENALTIES ARE AUTHORIZED 


New Regulations for the Settlement 
of Corners and to Prevent In- 
jJurious Business Connections. 


The Governors of the New York Stock 
Exchange yesterday approved the pro- 
posed revision‘of the Exchange's con- | 
stitution, as submitted by a special com- 
mittee which has been working three 
and one-third -years on the matter. The 
revised constitution, as now adopted by 
the Governors, has been submitted to 
members for their approval. cs 

This is jthe second time since ‘the 
formation of the Stock Exchange that 
the congtitution has been revised. The 


first revision was ordered in 1902, and 
{t accupied the committee two and one- 
half years. The present revision re- 
quired more time and effort because.of 
the many problems which have de- 
veloped since the war. Representatives 
of the Exchange yesterday explained | 
that the proposed revision as now sub- 
mitted to members is merely a codifica- 
tion of the old constitution, making the 
many resolutions and amendments 
passed during the last two decades a! 
part of the permanent constitution and 
xy-laws. E. V. D. Cox, Secretary of the 
Exchange sent the proposed new con- 
stitution to all members, 

Representatives of the Exchange 
pointed out that the committee had 
aimed to strengthen the authority of the 
Government of the Exchange, define the 
dutiees and obligations of members as 
clearly as possible and provide addi- 
tional safeguards in the Exchange as a 
public securities market of international 
ecope. The special committee, accord- 
ing to a recent report submitted to mem- 
bers by E. H Simmons, President 
of the Exchange, also prepared a full 
digest of the decisions of various 
standing committees. 

‘Consideration of the public interest,”’ 
says Mr. Simmons’s report, ‘‘has always 
been a basic factor in the administra- 
tion policies of the Exchange. The regu- 
lations of the Exchange, in fact, have} 
long provided penalties for acts of | 
which the law takes no cognizance, 
During the past year cases involving un- 
just and inequitable procesure led to 
the infliction of penalties by the Ex- 
change, but have failed to be punished 
by the courts. 

“Following out this policy of safe- 
guarding the public interest, the con- 
stitution as revised by the special com- 
mittee empowers the Governing Commit- 
tee to make rules, issue orders and 
directions; to make decisions and pre- 
scribe penalties inethe case of offenses 
for which the former constitution pro- 
vided no penalty; to provide for the 
settlement of corners; to prevent pur- 
chases and sales made for the purpose 
of upsetting the equilibrium of the mar- 
ket; to prevent such business connec- 
tions of members as might militate 
against the interest or good repute of 
the Exchange. Other provisions regard- 
ing testimony required by the Exchange 
from its members, thelr partners and 
their employes, have been broadened to 
include circumstances which in the 
opinion of the Governing Committee re- 
late to the public interest.’’

COTTON VALUES CUT 
BY FURTHER RAINS 


Prices Close 25 to 40 Points Off 
After Frequent and Erratic 
Flactuations. 


With further beneficial rains in the 
cotton belt and liquidation of July con- 
tracts, the market lost 40 to 50 points 
at one time yesterday, with final quo- 
tations 25 to 40 points lower on the day. 
Fluctuations were frequent and erratic 
over a range of 30 points, while the tone 
exhibited an unusual degree of uncer- 
tainty: After an opening break of 35 
points in both October and December, 
very little progress was mace in either 
direction, and the close proved higher 
than initial figures. 

The weekly weather report reflected 
favorable progress for most of the early 
planted cotton outside of Texas, though 
conditions were less satisfactory for 
late planted cotton. The crop in South 


and Central Texas was reported to have 
deteriorated with the plant small and | 
blooming prematurely. With the ex- | 
ception of North Carolina, absence of 
weevil received comment in State de- 
tails. A cCozen stations in Texas re- 
ported from three-quarters to nearly 
two inches of rainfall yesterday, and 
over one-third of the sixty stations re-| 
ceived some moisture.

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WHEAT GAINS EARLY 
BUT CLOSES LOWER 


Bulges Are Countered by Heavy 
Selling and Prices Go Off 
More Than Seven Cents. 


4 CENTS DOWN AT FINISH 


Break Scares Traders In Other 
Grains and Corn—Oats and 
Rye Join In Drop.

CHICAGO, June 10.—Free buying by 
commission houses and local traders on 
the “bullish construction placed on the 
Government crop report lifted wheat 
values 2@4 cents at the opening, but 
heavy selling by longs, with free selling 
by Eastern professionals, caught the 
market in a highly strained and over- 
bought condition and caused a break of 
64%4@7% cents from the top and the finish 
was well toward the bottom, with net 
lasses of 3@4% cents, with July leading. 
The largest sellers early in the day 
were the best buyers of September on 
the break.

Raw Silk Situation. 

The Japanese raw silk market has been 
very quiet during the last. few days, 
with a consequent easing off of prices 
both at Yokohama and in the mar- 
ket here.

A BUILDING DECLINE 


New Construction During May De- 
creased From April, but Gained 
Over May, 1924. 


New building during May showed a 
falling off from April, but an increase 
over May. a year ago and was the fifth 
largest monthly total recogied, Brad- 
street’s reports this week... The aggre- 


gate for the first five months of 1925 
tops the corresponding period in 1924 by 
a small margin. 

Reports to Bradstreet’s from 163 cities 
show an aggregate value of new building 
permits of $327,734,692, against $396, 782,- 
871 reported by the same cities for April 
and $287,290,660 for the cities in May of 
last year. The following tables indicate 
a decrease of 17.3 per cent. from April, 
Sg gain of 14.1 per cents over May, 
1924. 

Most of this gain over last year its 
found outside of New York City. Build- 
ing permits in the five boroughs of this 
city show $70,262,338, compared with 
$65,274,571, a gain of only 7.6 per cent., 
whereas the gain in the 162 other cities 
reporting is $257,472,354, an increase of 
16 per cent. over May a year ago.

Alterations Started Yesterday for 
Imposing Quarters in the 
Financial District. 


The American Trust Company began 
work yesterday on the remodeling of its 
banking floor at the’ northwest corner 
of Broadway argd Cedar Street, which, 
when completed, will give the bank one 
of the largest and most imposing bank- 
ing concourses in the financial district. 
The alterations are being made to pro- 
vide additional space and increased 
facilities to meet the growing demand of 
the bank’s business. The work is ex- 
pected to take several months to com- 
plete. 

The alteration is possible because in- 


terests affiliated with the American 
Trust Company own the entire block 
bounded by Broadway, Cedar, Temple 
and Liberty Streets, which block com- 
prises two buildings, the New York Title 
and Mortgage Company Building at 135 
Broadway and the Washington Life 
Building at 141 Broadway.

The walls and columns will be 
of Travertine stone and will be sur- 
mounted by a paneled ceiling. The 
tellers’ cages are to be marble with 
bronze fittings, and a scheme of in- 
direct lighting has been devised which 
will mingle with the daylight, coming 
in through the windows, to provide a 
shadowltss illumination.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 10.—The dis- 
turbance that was over Qntario Tuesday 
night has moved eastward to the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence and a trough of low pressure 
extends from there southwestward to North 
Carolina. Another disturbance is over the 
Rocky Mountain region and moving east- 
ward, while the first high pressure area of 
the month from the northwest is moving 
eastward over the Upper Mississippi Valley, 
the lake region and the Ohio Valley.

It Could Sell Any Power Developed 
After Machinery Tests This Year 
-——Davis Studies Report.

WASHINGTON, June 10. — Opposition 
to leasing the power or other facilities 
of Muscle Shoals before Congress takes 
action was expressed by President 
Coolidge’s Muscle Shoals Committee in 
a letter received today by Acting Sec- 
retary of War Davis from John C. 
McKenzie, Chairman of the committee. 
The findings of the committee will be 
taken under consideration by Acting 
Secretary Davis and the chief of Army 
Engineers. 
The letter of the committee read: 


June 10, 1925. 
Hon. Dwight F. Davis, Acting Secre- 
tary of War, Washington, D. C. 

My dear Mr. Secretary: 

Your letter of April 14, submitted to 
the Muscle Shoals Inquiry, relative to 
the disposition of any hydroelectric 
power which may be generated at 
Wilson Dam prior to the final disposi- 
tion of the matter by Congress, in- 
cluding your proposals for the disposi- 
tion of the same, numbered 1 and 2, 
and reading as follows: 

1. A revocable leage of the steam 
power plant et Nitrate Plant No. 2, 
combined with the sale of power of 
hydroelectric plant, with the _ provi- 
sion for availability of power for the 
partial operation of Nitrate Plant No. 
2 either directly by the lessee or 
through a third party. 

“The sale of oayive power, if, when 
and as developed by the War Depart- 
ment, under a contract revocable at 
any time by the Department,’’ has 
been under cnsideration by this In- 
quiry. 

After long and careful study it is 
the opinion of the members of the In, 
quiry that until Congress has taken 
action no lease, temporary or other- 
wise, of the plants, power, or other 
property be made. We do not believe 
that any person, persons or corpora- 
tions should be permitted to erect on 
the site any buildings or other struc- 
tures, or in any way to participate in 
the operation of the plant prior to 
final action by Congress. We further 
believe that the testing out and the 
tuning up of all* the hydroelectric 
machinery and other power equip- 
ment should be carried out under the 
direction and _ responsibility of the 
Chief of ~Engineers of the United 


States Army. , 

As far as the disposition of any 
power which may result from the 
testing and tuning up of this plant 
previous to the settlement of the mat- 
ter by Congress is concerned, this In- 
quiry does not believe that it can 
add in any way to whatever author- 
ity or jurisdiction the War Depart- 
ment may now have. We, therefore, 
leave this phase of the matter entirely 
in the hands of the War Department, 
reiterating our opposition to leasing 
or participation by others in the proj- 
ect.
